NEW 
YORK, Nov. 2.—The infamous 
circular of Col. W. W. Dudley, treas- 
urer of the republican national commit- 
tee, has almost supplanted the Sackville 
affaii- and the extradition treaty trick, 
as the leading political sensation of the 
town. Dudley shuffles and prevaricates 
about it but makes no denial beyond al- 
leging trifling inaccuracy in the pub- 
lished copies of his letter and like a de- 
tected criminal he shelters himself be- 
hind his lawyer and refuses to say any- 
thing except through his counsel, the 
wily Colonel George Bliss. 
The pro- 
position of the letter is two fold—to buy 
Indiana and intimidate New York. 
Ac- 
cording to United States District Attor- 
ney Fellows, 
both of whom 
when 
spoken to on the subject, this afternoon, 
the %vriter of the letter and every one 
concerned in getting it up are in danger 
of prosecution both uuder federal and 
state laws. 


The state statute in question is the 
same one under which Johaun Most was 
convicted. 
The United States law con- 
travened is contained in section 5,511 of 
the revised statutes of the UniCed States. 
The only delay in proceeding with the 
prosecution under either law arises out 
of the necessity of waiting for jiroofs. 
As soon a.s they are at hand Dudley and 
his associates will be liable to be arrested 
or indicted. 
The indignation here at 
this monstrous attempt to defraud the 
voters of the country of the right of free 
sufFi-age is very great, and there are 
feais that popular sentiment may run 
so high as to render police protection to 
the republican headquarters necessary. 
The vengeful feeling is checked chiefly 
by the idea that Dudley and his fellows 
are simply undertaking a ridiculously 
impossible task, bound to end in inglor- 
ious discomfiture. 


The big metropolite is very good 
natured and not disposed to be fright- 
ened by political waniors of the General 
Boum varietj', but it is very clear now 
that Messrs, Quay, Dudley & Co., will 
do well to avoid relying too much upon 
metropolitan good nature. 


Taken together the political events of 
the last three days have substantially 
ended the jnesidential contest. 
The re- 
bound of the Sackville letter boom, 
when the offending minister was dis- 
missed, is shown in a multitude of ways. 


The small boys all over town have got 
up the refrain, "Hurrah for Grover 
Cleveland, the man with the stiff back- 
bone," and hundreds of former republi- 
cans are openly declaring their inten- 
tion of supporting the model American 
president. 


Tlie Cotton Crop. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 2.—The regular 
monthly crop report for the Memphis 
district, published to-morrow, by Hill, 
Fountaine & Co., will say the weather 
during October was unfavorable for the 
gathering of cotton and much less favor- 
able than last year. 
The complaint is 
general of too much rain, which had a 
damaging effect on crops. 
Frosts have 
fallen at periods during the month, 
but with only two exceptions no injury 
to the crop has been sustained from 
this cause. 
The prospective yield of 
the district, which, in our reiJort made 
last month, indicated an increase of 5 
per cent over last year, now indicates a 
decrease yield, as compared with 1887, 
of 3 per cent, 


Bepiyiny to Powderly.

W. Dudley one thousand dollars if he 
will come to Indianapolis and swear 
that the letter bearing his signature and 
published in their columns this morn- 
ing, and of which the original is in the 
possession of the editor of the Sentind, 
is a forgery. This offer is made in ea- 
tire good faith. The money has been 
placed in the Merchants' National bank, 
of this city, and will be paid over to 
Mr. Dudley the moment he swears that 
the letter is a forgery. 


AIVABCHIST »EmOlWjSTBATIOM. 


The Anniversary of the Execution of 
the AnarchiMtH to be Celebrated. 


ST. Loins, Nov. 2.—The anarchists 
and their sympathizers are putting forth 
earnest efforts to make their demon sti-a- 
tion in observance of the execution of 
the Chicago anarchists a success. 
The 
anniversary of the event falling on Sun- 
day, the "Festival of Sorrow," as it is 
caUed, will be given Sunday evening, 
Nov. 10. 
Die Parole, the anai'chistio or- 
gan, comes out this week filled wth ap- 
peals to the workingmen of all labor or- 
ganizations to be represented at the 
demonstration. 
There are said to be 
600 to 700 anarchists in St. Louis, while 
the socialists number eight or ten times 
as many, aud the anarchists' leaders en- 
deavored to secure theii- co-oijeration in 
this demonstration, but partially failed, 
for it has now been decided by the 
socialists to observe the day separately 
and Arbiter hall has Ijeen secured for 
that purpose. 


Foreign. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—The Star (T, P. 
O'Conner's paper) says: 
"Lord Salis- 
bury is not likely to listen to the de- 
mand for the dismissal of Mr. PhelptJ, 
the Untted States minister, in retalia- 
tion for America's treatment of Lord 
Sackville. 
Such a step might do much 
harm and could do no good. 
All are 
agi-eed," it says, "that Mr. Bayard's 
courtesy is scant, but we must not for- 
get that he is technically right. 
Lord 
Sack\ille's indiscretion warranted the 
demand for his recall. If Lord Salis- 
bury's reply to the demand amounted to 
a refusal there is a good deal more to be 
said for the action of America than Eng- 
lishmen are just now inclined to admit.

WINNIPEG, Man,, Nov, 2.—Wednes- 
day night the regulars from Fort Os- 
born were called out by the Canadian 
Pacific railway to aid in prt)tecting its 
propei-ty and they are now encamped on 
the spot.

Judi^e R. 8. Taylor and Dr. W. H . 
Boole meet on the Temple Sta^e 
in Joint Discussion. 


It was a magnificent audience, as far 
as numbers were concerned, that as- 
sembled last evening at the Masonic 
Temple to listen to the joint discussion 
that was to have taken place between 
Rev. A. E. Mahin, of this city, and Rev. 
Dr. W. H. Boole, of New York. 
The 
vast amphitheatre was crowded, both on 
the lower and upper floors, and many 
went away unable to gain an admitt- 
ance. 


On account of the sickness of Rev. 
Mahin he was unable to appear, " and 
Judge R. S, Taylor was brought forward 
by his friends to take his place in the 
discussion. 
This led to some confusion 
at the commencement of the meeting, 
but after a few unpleasant occuiTences, 
the difficulty was ananged and Judge 
Taylor opened the 
discussion 
in a 
si)eech of an hour's length. 
The judge 
is one of the ablest laAvyers in the west, 
a prominent republican sjieaker, thor- 
oughly versed in all the arts of debate, 
and Rev, Mahin could not have chosen 
an abler representative to champion his 
cause had he searched the countiy over. 


The judge, while aiming to defend the 
position taken by Dr. Mahin in an arti- 
ticle published in the Fort Wayne Adtv- 
cate, giving his reasons for not voting 
with the third party, which was in fact, 
the foundation of the debate, ivrgued 
that the wisest course for the temijerance 
people of Indiana was to adopt the local 
ojition law. 
He spent most of his time 
in the discussion of the (juestion, and 
argued that the republican party was the 
ti-ue friend of temperance, and closed 
with an earnest apjieal to his republican 
lirohibition friends to vote the republi- 
can ticket as the best means of bringing 
temperance legislation about. 


Dr. Boole followed with a magnificent 
adtli-ess and answei-ed in a masterly 
manner the points made by Judge Tay- 
lor in his speech. 
He declared that the 
l>rohibition paiiy was not for local 
option because it accomplished nothing 
aud was beside 
an unconstitutional 
measure. 
They 
wanted 
jirohibition, 
and standing uiJon this gi-eat principle, 
the party proposed to tight the battle 
to the end antT not compromise with sin, 
as the adoption of a local option law 
would be doing. 


The rtipublican party, he said, was 
not for prohibition and the argument 
advanced that it had brought about pro- 
hibitory laws in Maine, Kansas and 
other states of the Union was a state- 
ment which the doctor proved was false 
in every particular. 
He proved this by 
the history of the tempertince legislation 
ill these states and utterly refuted Judge 
Taylor's position upon this point. He 
said temperance people <!onld expect 
nothing from the reiiublican party, and 
any prohibitionist who remained and 
voted with it in the expectation 
that 
thereby the prohibition of the licpior 
traffic would be brought about would be 
deluded, for the republicans were as far 
frt^)ni giving us iirohibitoiy laws as were 
the democrats. 


Judge Taylor followed with a reply of 
fifteen minutes and Dr. Boole arose to 
close the debate with a five minutes' 
speech, but was so constantly inter- 
rupted by the disturbance in the audi- 
ence that it was almost impossible for 
him to proceed. 


The debate, wuile conducted by giant 
minds on both sides, was not as pleas- 
ant and harmonious as it should have 
been. 
The audience was largely com- 
posed of republicans and they took everj' 
occasion to cheer their champion, while 
Dr. 
Boole 
and his followers 
were 
f-^Mpiently 
intennpted 
aud 
disturbed with the ciyof "rats," 
"put 
him out" and such expressions. 
To 
the impartial hearers Dr. Boole scored 
the victory in the discussion, and while 
answering the points made by his oppo- 
nent, ailvauced arguments that could 
not and were not answered by Judge 
Taylor, and it is probable that converts 
were made to the prohibition cause by 
the discussion last evening. 


The iirelimiuaries of the debate were 
attended to on the part of Judge Taylor 
by Mr. H, C. Hartman and Rev, D, 
C, Woolpert, while Messrs, H, C, 
Schmder and J. E, Graham represented 
Dr, Boole. 


IT is hardly probable that the million 
voters of the country—laborers, farmers, 
mechanics, merchants and professional 
men—will vote to tax themselves for the 
fun of being taxed, or just to see the 
government pile up a surplus that it 
cannot use. 
The reimblicans advocate 
this sort of tiling.

The undersigned have cjirefully con- 
sidered the effect of the i)i-()])(>Ked extra- 
dition treaty negotiated by tlie present 
administration with the government of 
Great Britain and are fully satisfied that 
in its original form it contained nothing 
effective to extradite any human being 
from the United States to Great Britain 
for political offences or malicious injur- 
ies to property "in Ireland," these not 
being federal crimes in this counti-y. 
But by the amendments made to the 
original treaty by the committee of the 
republican senate at the instance of th( 
British minister, these offences are 
made extraditable, and if the pr()j)os(!d 
treaty should be agi-eed to in the amend- 
ed form every man accused of committ- 
ing such offences, in Ireland, 
having 
fled to the United States, M ould bti sub- 
ject to recall for trial in Ireland and be 
at the mercy there of the administrators 
of the odious coercion laws. 


The original draft of the treaty, for 
the first time in the diplomatic history, 
expressly provided that no man should 
be rendered back to the foreign country 
for political offences, and we are startled 
to know that the senate amendment re- 
lating to the extradition of political refu- 
jjees was copied substantially from the 
British Explosives act of 1883, though 
we have no such enactment in our 
statutes.
